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GEAC Considers Supporting 
Four Year Council Term

If the term for city coundlmembers were four years 
instead of two, “maybe we’d get more work out of them,” 
opined Dorothy Pyles at the May 2 GEAC meeting. With a 
two-year term, she said, “w^ never recover from one elec¬ 
tion before another one is here.” 


New City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
Will Bring Fiscal Expertise to City 


Pyles su^ested that GBAC 
consider launching a petition 
drive to put a binding referen¬ 
dum on the city’s 1991 ballot 
that would amend the city’s char¬ 
ter to extend the council term 
to four years. Such a change 
would entice people to run, she 
said, by reducing the frequency 
and, thus, cost of campaigning. 

A petition signed by 20 per¬ 
cent of the voters is required 
to have a referendum put on the 
ballot. While campaign reform 
has been talked about for years, 
Pyles said, the election is coming 
up and GEAiC’s memiber com¬ 
munities should decide now if 
they want to put the effort into 
making such a change. 

Increased Expenses 

The 19i91 election will be the 
first under “univeraal registra¬ 
tion,” where voters do not have 
to register separately for the 
city election. City residents reg¬ 
istered to vote in national and 
state elections will be able to 
vote in the city election. This 
change swells the number of vot¬ 
ers from around 3,000 to around 
8,000. The approximate geogra¬ 
phical breakdown in voters is 
2,600 in Greenbelt East, 2,100 in 
the center of town, 2,100 in the 
north end, and 1,000 in Spring- 
hill Lake. 

James Poy, GEAC Chair, not¬ 
ed that the larger number of 
potential voters would substan¬ 
tially increase candidates’ costs 
for printing and mJailing of fly¬ 
ers and other campaign litera¬ 
ture. Potential candidates may 
be deterred from running by hav¬ 
ing to pay that cost every two 
years, instead of every four, he 
suggested. 

NoulMiiding Referendum 

Council memiber Ediward Pu- 
tens said that while the change 
has been discussed before and 
city council has the power to 
make the change, he *^doesn’t 
feel good about council voting 
themselves a longer term.” A 
non-hinding referendum will be 
on the city ballot, he announced. 
If passed by the voters, city 
council would perceive it as a 
mandate from the citizens and 
vote to lengthen the term of 
council members, beginning with 
the election of 1993. 

Charlene MacAdams, noting 
the amount of work involved in 
a petition drive, said she would 
like to see the change made that 
way. Foy agreed but cautioned 
that if the referendum is to 
succeed, “we need to knock on 
doors and be involved.” 

In a motion to be taken back 
to the memiber boards for ap¬ 
proval, the GEAiC board formal¬ 


ly proposed to city council that 
an advisory referendum appear 
on the November ballot to extend 
the city council term to four 
years, beginning with the coun¬ 
cil elected in the 1993 election. 

State Bicyclists Seek 
Comprehensive Bike Plan

The College Park Area Bicy¬ 
cle Coalition (CPABC) hosted a 
briefing by Bob Agee, undersec¬ 
retary of the Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation (MDOT) 
on May 26, at the Greenbelt 
Denny's. Neil Pederson, direc¬ 
tor of planning for the State 
Highway Administration, and 
several local officials concerned 
with transportation policy at¬ 
tended the meeting, 

Agee briefed the group about 
a pdanned Bicycle Transporta¬ 
tion Overlay Project for the 
Greenlbelt / College Park area. 
This project was requested by 
memibers of the 21st state legis¬ 
lative district which includes 
College Park, and by Senator 
Leo Green of the 23rd district 
which includes CSreenbelt. Its 
puipoee would be to identify ex¬ 
isting bicycle resources and de¬ 
velop a comprehensive plan to 
ensure that adequate linkage 
and continuity exists between 
those resources. 

Agee explained that the first 
atep of the project would be a 
user survey to determine what 
routeis local bicyclists are actual¬ 
ly using. “We particularly want 
to learn from frequent riders 
and regular commuters who have 
scouted out the routes that 
work.” 

OPABC ehiairman Bill Kelly 
agreed to survey local cyclists. 

Greenbelt resident Bill Clarke 
thanked Agee and Pedersen for 
the hicyde friendly drainage 
grates on U.S. 1 and Md, 193. 
He presented a CP ABC position 
paper that recommends further 
improvements to those routes. 
The CPABC recommends install¬ 
ing signs to remind motorists 
of their ofoldgation to share the 
road with bicyclists and remind 
bicyicHsts to ride where it is safe 
and lawful to do so. The CPABC 
also recommends paivement re- 
striping and widening where 
feasMe. 

The next CPABC task force 
meeting will be June 17 at 8 
a.m, at the BeHtsviMe Agrieui- 
tural Research Library.

A former Marylander and 
current city manager of Kil¬ 
leen, Texas, will become 
Greenbelt's new city manag¬ 
er. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
made the announcement, for 
malized by a unanimous 
vote, at the regular city 
council meeting on Monday 
night, June 10. The man se¬ 
lected is Daniel G. Hobbs, 
who is considered especially 
expert in budget and finan¬ 
cial affairs. Hobbs will be¬ 
gin his city service, at an 
annual salary of $71,000 by 
July 15. 

As Director of Management 
and Budget earlier for the city 
of Corpus Christi and then as 
city manager for Killeen, he 
brought distinction to both cities 
in their departments of fiscal 
management. 

Previously he was deputy city 
manager of Rockville, Maryland. 
He loved Maryland, Weidenfeld 
said, and was delighted to re¬ 
turn. Killeen, which is the site 
of Fort Hood,^ is currently in an 
economic decline, following the 
deployment of most of its mili¬ 
tary population in the Iraq con¬ 
flict—doubtless another incen¬ 
tive for moving on. 

According to a brief profile 
presented at the meeting, Hobbs 
holds a B.A. degree from the 
University of Dayton and two 
master’s degrees from the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin — one in 
urban affairs and one in public 
administration. Council member 
Edward Putens characterized 
Hobbs as “representative of open 
government, fair government.” 
Council member Joseph Isaacs 
added that Hobbs showed “tre¬ 
mendous sensitivity to the his¬ 
toric importance” of Greenbelt. 

Search Process 

Before making the announce¬ 
ment, Weidenfeld described in 
detail the national search pro¬ 
cess with which council has been 
occupied for the last six months 
—^since the notification by long¬ 
time City Manager James K. 
Giese that he would be stepping 
down at the beginning of June. 
As Ma 3 ror Pro Tem Thomas X. 
White said, “We were all ama¬ 
teurs” at making such a selec¬ 
tion. He was referring to Giese’s 
28-year tenure in the position, 
a period of very great stability 
for the city and for the council. 

The first step, Weidenfeld 
said, following the decision “to 
find the very best that we could 
afford,” was to ask the city staff 
to supply names of recognized 
search firms. From an initial 
list of about eight, council then 
called all references, eventually 
narrowing the list to four. After 
interviewing representatives of 
these firms, council evenltuailiy 


selected a Norcross, Georgia 
firm, Slavin, Nevins and Asso¬ 
ciates, Inc., to conduct the 
search. 

The first step undertaken by 
this team was to create a pro¬ 
file of the sort of person the city 
was looking for. To do this, they 
met with individual council 
members, with department heads 
within the city staff, with mem¬ 
bers of the city’s advisory boards 
and with members of city organi¬ 
zations. Following this process, 
Slavin, Nevins placed advertise¬ 
ments in national and profes¬ 
sional publications, as well as 
contacting their own informa¬ 
tional networks. 

Many Candidates 

Something close to 150 candi¬ 
dates applied, Weidenfeld said. 
The search team then culled this 
list to 20 and council narrowed 
it further. Following an inter¬ 
view process, the consultants 
came up with a list of six final¬ 
ists—^all of whose references 
were carefully checked, as well 


According to county, and now 
state law, any site being cleat ed 
for development must be sur¬ 
veyed for potential champion 
trees, defined as largest of their 
species in a particular jurisdic- 
tional area, based on a compli¬ 
cated point system involving 
height, diameter, and configura¬ 
tion. 

Worth Saving? 

Looking into the possibility of 
success in moving such a tree, 
city planning direcltor Celia Wil¬ 
son had placed the case of the 
Chinese chestnut tree on the city 
council agenda for June 10. Two 
alternatives were envisioned if 
the tree indeed proved a cham¬ 
pion—moving it to try to save 
it, or completely changing the 
design plan for Schrom Hills 
Park. 

»In repo-rting to council at the 
meeting, however, Wilson said 
the question was moot. After in- 
spedtio-n by John Markovitz, chief 
aiborisit for the Prince Geoiges 
Park and Pknning Commission, 
the tree in question was not 
deemed worth saving. Because of 
its actual shape it is not a cham¬ 
pion and because the tree was 
seriously diseased, what hap¬ 
pened to it was no longer an 
issue. Indeed, Wilson predicted 
that it would he felled before 
the week was out. 

Other Champioits? 

Nevertheless, the coun^^ sur¬ 
vey discovered four other * trees 


as responses from fellow em¬ 
ployees and subordinates. 

On Friday evening, May 31» 
ccuncil met in closed session to 
work cut a list of questions to 
ask of all six candidates; and 
oj Saturday morning they began 
an all-day series of in-depth in¬ 
terviews with each candidate in 
turn. This marathon was then 
followed by a reception, in which 
council had an opportunity to 
o-bserve the candidates in a so- 
c:*’! situation. “We were very 
impressed with all the candi¬ 
dates,” Weidenfeld said, “—^with 
their education, their skills and 
their ability.” 

Isaacs concurred: “In the final 
three we had the cream.” 

Council Harmony 

White went on to comment on 
the “collaborative process it¬ 
self.” He described how the coun¬ 
cil had gone through the steps 
they feit would lead to a con¬ 
sensus every step oif the way. “I 
would like to comnliment my

which should be preserved—two 
large “specimen” oak trees, 
though not champions, and a pine 
and a cedar that may fit the lat¬ 
ter category. Wilson brought 
along a map of the planned park 
layout, on Which s:he had affixed 
stickers indicating the locations 
of each of these trees. Bv mov¬ 
ing the soccer field 30 feet to 
the west, and by creating a large 
island in a parking lot, all of 
these trees could be saved in 
the positions where they are 
growing, she said. 

The trees are believed to be 
about 80 years old, Wilson said, 
and were probably planted by 
an early resident. The Chinese 
chestnut is not native to Mary¬ 
land. 

Rodney Roberts questioned the 
decision to destroy the chestnult, 
even if it is sick. He thought 
a 15 percent chance to save it 
if it were moved, worth the 
trouble. 

Wilson disagreed. The cky 
does not have the facility to 
move lit, she argued; It is logis- 
tically impossible. “The consci¬ 
entious and competent decision 
in tree saving” is not to invest 
time, eneargy and money in a 
futile effort to preserve it, 

City horticulturist Bill Phelan 
agreed. He thought the 15 per^ 
cent possibility “optimistie,” It 
would be* “wasted time, wasted 
money.”'

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GHI Board Tackles Issues Raised Recreation Review 

At Its Annual Membership Meeting

The first meeting of the 
board of Greenbelt Homes 
Ince {GHI) following the an¬ 
nual membership, meeting in 
mid-May was a marathon af¬ 
fair lasting until after 1 a.m. 
During this meeting on May 
30, officers were elected, the 
chairman of the woodlands 
committee was appointed, 
the summer meetings were 
scheduled, and an additional 
computer system was ap¬ 
proved. Also some familiar 
refrains were heard — re¬ 
cycling and the inadequate 
sound system at the annual 
meeting. 

Election of Officers 

The election at the annual 
memhership meeting in mid- 
May was a contest with seven 
persons vying for five seats on 
the board. But at this meeting 
the five newly elected board 
members, all of whom were re¬ 
elected^ joined with the incum¬ 
bents to elect unanimously, 
without o-pposition, the same of¬ 
ficers <xf the previous board— 
Wayne Williams, president; Ray 
McOaWiley, vice president; Betty 
Deitch, secretary and Chuck 
Hess, treasurer. 

The Woodlands 

As promised by McGawley at 
the annual memhership meeting, 
the woodlands issue was on the 
evening’^s agenda. At the mem¬ 
bership meeting a motion was 
tabled that would have granted 
an environmental easement to 
the Maryland Environmental 
Trust on the 82.‘5 acres of wood¬ 
lands currently under a forest 
management plan with the State 
of Maryland. In its place a mo¬ 
tion was made, amended, and 
carried by a majority vote to 
have the board look into the pros 
and cons of the tabled motion 
and make recommendations to 
the memhership no later than 
the 19^2 annual meeting. An 
amendment to the successful 
motion directed the board to ap¬ 
point one board member as a 
chairperson of a committee to 
be composed of GHI members. 

Alan Freas was appointed by 
unanimous vote to lead the 
woodlands committee. Freas is 
the author of a definitive two- 
page memo, distributed at the 
meeting, on the structure and 
purpose of the committee. Freas 
recommended in his memo a non- 
controversial name for the com¬ 
mittee. He saw a need for the 
collection of information from 
the Maryland Environmental

Trust, the American Forest 
Council, and the Maryland State 
Forester, Freas envisions some 
costs to be incurred by the com¬ 
mittee. He stated in the memo 
that “This will not he your typi¬ 
cal GHI comimittee.” He sees . 
the need for outside experts, a 
meeting room, cable covterage 
and a recording secretary. 

After much discussion, Presi¬ 
dent Williams asked General 
Manager Ron Colton to prepare 
an advertisement for the News 
Review seeking candidates for 
what will be known as the Ad 
Hoc GHI Woodlands Commit¬ 
tee. 

Computer System 

Colton had a spirited discus¬ 
sion with Ed James of the Audit 
Committee, and others, in de¬ 
fense of the second reading of 
his proposal to purchase an Al¬ 
tos 386 Series 1,000 Computer 
System at a cost not to exceed 
$15,000. Colton said the present 
system is being strained beyond 
ite capacity. The new system 
would integrate with the general 
ledger the accounts receivable, 
cash receipts and other book¬ 
keeping items. The proposed new 
system also would provide a 
back-up in case one of the other 
systems goes down. Computer 
words like hard disk, bytes, 
rams and floppy disc drive filled 
the air, but in the end the board 
approved Colton's recommenda¬ 
tion to purchase the new com¬ 
puter system. 

Annual Meeting 

The motion passed at the an¬ 
nual membership meeting in¬ 
structing the hoard to appoint 
a liaison to keep GHI informed 
of county greenways pHans 
through the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission brought no formal ac¬ 
tion at this evening's meeting, 
but it was mentioned that ex- 
Audit Committee member Rob¬ 
ert Rashkin Was attending a 
Planning Committee meeting 
that evening. 

The board listened to but took 
no action on a number of sug¬ 
gestions made by member Eunice 
Coxon to improve the annual 
meeting. She felt that a parlia¬ 
mentarian would be of assist¬ 
ance at the annual meeting. She 
stated that the sound system 
at the meeting was inadequate, 
and the meeting place lacked 
fans or air conditioning.
